tiolo; tbo foliowiDgsoutence occurred : 

" Bui, is anne^atloa the only panncoa for 
our ili8 ? — is il only by allyiog ourrelves to a 
ioreigQ natiou ibui we can eujoy the bled«i- 
iogs wbicb wo bave biitily skeicbed? We 
should be sorry lo thmk so. We believe that 
Conltdorulluu wi.h the Kasti rn I'riiviuced is 
the only course iliut will preserve .he U<y- 
ally ot ibia people ur cavu the eouuiry Iroiu 
falling ioto a condition ol bopelesEoees troni 
wtaiub it may nut emerge duriog the lime of 
men now liviog." 

From this extract it will be seen thai 
we declared ourselves unmistakeably 
in iavor ot Confederation, and not ot 
Annexation, as a remedy tor our ill^. 
"We did not go out of our way to say, 
as our ootemporary has duno, thul 
Annexation' is among tho prubabililiuB 
or oven possibilities. Wo bave not 
attempted to delu'lo tho publ;c by 
telling ihom Unit if Ihoy wcio lo crawl 
blubburirig ut tho loot, of tlio Tbronc 
and cxpross a weuknens in fuvor ol 
tho " fleshpoLs" oi Undo Stunuol, ihai 
thoy would bo ullowcd to sever llio 
tie that binda them to Ibo lir.lisii 
Crown. Wo novor indulged in any 
Buch Billy language, nor do wo intend 
to. Wo bavo advirtcd tho pooplo ol 
the (Jolony lo ask like men fur what 
thoy want, and lor that wbicli lliey 
have a right to demand as cbildicn oi 
a great mother. Tbo Komo Govt rn- 
nent has. been told by us that tho 
policy it'iis pursuing town rds this Col- 
ony is alienating the people from thoir 
loyi'lty, the best proof ot which in 
iound in the fact that a paper like the 
Jfewa has dared to advucato the hand 
ing over of the country to iho Amoii- 
cans. la order to stamp the ohargo 
of " incoDBiBlency " still more legibly 
upon us, our cotomporary quotiH 
from tho Colonist ot October ia-^t to 
fihow that wo then " libelled" the 
bolievors in tho Annexiitioii iiiovotiionl, 
as " lreuHon-H|iouierH" and " ti-'Utorn." 
Wo feel cousidcralilo Hali^^'acliorl in

Obi for a 
peep into the farjous " Bcropbook " in which, 
liko a uiisor, our cotomporary Iiordes the 
choicest exudations of his proliGo bruin ! 
Would it not disclose this item i\3 one ol his 
"leaders?" If it is not there, perbapa Lo 
will proDoance it a pure fabrioatiop; or, 
more likely, be will attempt to saddle bis 
conTODient scapegoat— the dreadful Mr Bob-

" Because Ihey haven't got the 'ops I" Should 
any OIK! ank us wliy our ootompurary's at- 
ttiinpt to recoinineiid liiinsulf lo tho Hnn 
FraiiciBco public lias thus far failed, wesliuuld 
t e constrained to answer, "6*coiMe lie hasn't 
ijol the brains I "

Ing any one of bis sincerity. I bappeo to 



knof» four or Gv8 of hU scho ilfellows,— boys 
who woro wilb bim for some years ut u 
boarding echonl in Essex, kept by a learned 
Unitarian minister, the Kev. E, Oogan, — and 
they all to this day vow and declare that ho 
ia a libeial. Why a boy's opinions should bo 
supposed to ba the test of the man's it is left 
to discover, I nt eo it is, Meeting with one 
of these gentlemen the other <lay, Mr 
Disraeli asked bun if ho remembered their 
old master, and spoke of the worthy man in 
terms which' would ehock soma ol tho bishops 
uud archbishops who gate the blessing to the 
parly ha loads. As relorm will be lought 
oat iu tho Cominous, it is upon Mr Disraeli 
that tho heavy responsibililv at thi4 Junu- 
lure fallti ' Be is not afraid of it. Look at 
him from tbe gallery ol tho House, and you 
will see no sign ol cara in his face. Ii.iieed, 
hie countonanco, wlicn be ia not speaking, 
is exprcsBionlesB, it those strongly marked 
loaturoa of the pure Jewish caste were marble, 
Ihey could not be more impervious to curi- 
osity or leas aOeeted by what ia happening 
ardurid, ' When Mr'Uladslone is teai iim bis 
schemes lo sbreds and conceotrniing upon 
hira lha ridicule of two hundred men, Mr. 
Disraeli sits wilh folded arms as unmoved as 
though ho were cut out of a rock. Nor 
when bespeaks, in these daya, does ho con- 
vey tho idea that ho leola what he says, 
'f'hero was a time when bis speeehos cut his 
autaguniiiiA lo tbe bone. Their graphic tart- 
ness, sharp aDtitheMia, sling of irony and 
power of climax delighted tbo taste, and 
ma['a you forget the hollow iirotiuncintiun, 
the nrlilieial accents and the got un umiiia r. 
ism ol a fiUh-rato acior. But to see him 
lliUd, bo muat bo hardly driven. In his 
ordinary days be labours dreadfully, and is 
as heavily dull as tbe beaviost of Ibe Puri- 
tan paatora muat have been. Tbore ure few 
of bis speeches, liowevur, without seme po- 
culiarly huppy epiti.et. I'he literary mind of 
Parliameut ia greatly tickled by these, aud 
tw J or thieo of Iticui make ihern believn ba 
has delivored a capital fpeeeh. A clever 
critic once said of bim, that Ids lootlessness 
ol onaraoter cootribuied fo bis wit. Ue 
ceitaiolv is never ot a loaa for those sudden 
and superficial resemblaucHS which have 
an-wered their purpo,^e8 when thoy have 
dashed at once a subtle likeness and u ridi- 
culous contrast vividly on ilie nnnd, and he 
18 more lertilo at discovoriiig tbein than any 
other apeaker in Ihe Huu^e, Like Lord 
Lytton, be indulges often in a "jeweller 
humorrhage of words," and elill he is with- 
out a rival amongst his lolkiweis. Ai^a n 
an ! again have llie wtit(!is in the libira! 
pre.'is declared that the smouldei lug ilisco i* 
loot was aboul to break into u Uunc. He 
continues to bo their loader. liven Lord 
Uranbuurne, who "-xoXo bitterly aijaiust him 
io Ibe Quarterly Baview, now obais witii 
bim, and amiles pleasantly if Mr Disraeli asks 
him a questiotii Dukos, eailj, inarqiii«es, 
and all the ranks down to the country ,-quirc 
who lives on tha eslaie which lus lia(Mi in 
has family since tbe limo (d Henry V'lll , are 
still beaded by this elderly Jewish gentleman, 
one (literally) ol the circumcised, wbo is as 
foreign in bis tastes as io his name. It bas 
been cu'iuus this week tu note all those, 
proud men hanging on hia words ; ready to 
cheer them, whatever they may ho ; listen- 
ing as ho approached tbe more delicate parts 
ot bis statement, with 8Uj|iended breu'h. II 
ho meeia ihem in the lobbies, they treat bim 
wiih ai much respect as thoy shown to L'ird 
Derby himself, He never makes Iree with tliein 
They come lo bim ; he does not go lo them. 
When he sat down alter bia reform speec", 
and one noted how those owners of bruad 
acres, ar.d lathers and brothers ol peeres os 
and of tbe dalica ci-Teincd beauties of tha 
"best blood of tbe land" shouted their ap- 
plause, and then turned to glance at tho su- 
perb iodlSereoee ia bis face, one could not 
but admire Ibe mere iiitelleciualism ol the 
man.

Lord Stanley is a puzzle of altogelhor 
another kind, in Ihe foreign minister ol 
England under the tory administruiinn, and 
the son of the moat concervative ul consei- 
Tuiiva chiefs, we eee a man wbo incline'^ 
mucb mure 'o the poMtivisra of Cointe than 
the lailh ol the Church of England ; a man 
wbo is a liiaail of John Stu.irl .Mill; wbo 
col very long ago was a friend of .\lr 
Bright ; who has written in tho radicid 
Westminster Review; and who yet i."; oppor^ed 
10 anjthing like democratic reform ; wl o 
manifested cool oontempt to lha progress ol 
liberty on the coniinout ; and who is con- 
tent to fit at the side oi a political S.viss 
liko Mr. Disraeli. Two years tgo, 
opinion was pretty evenly divided as 
to whether Lord Stanley was progress- 
ing towards liborulism or towards tbe opin- 
ions ol his father. Some said that uhmi 
Karl Derby retired, I.ird Stanley would ap- 
pear in his true colors as a radical ; oiticrs 
shook their heads and said ha would kjIIow 
iho example of the long line of nob eraen's 
sons whose fervid adicaliam frosted into the 
loryism of tbair fathers as tbe peerage drew 
near. Alter Ihe experience of last session, 
tbe latter are in ibe majority. In tpmpera- 
inent and mental lialiiis, Lord Stanley must 
always bo tho an'ipodes ol his father; bu<. 
his cold understdndiog and calculating pru- 
dence, when ihey come to be used tor his 
class, will bo as hostile to the popular intcr- 
es B as the^ opposite faculties of tbe Earl. 
There is still, however, mach nneasioesa on 
this head amongst the tones. 'I'hay halt 
fear he would not object to give up the col- 
onies ; they fancy ho Is opposed to a Slate 
cnorcb, and they know that on ecoirjinical 
principles ho is wholly in accord with tlio 
uppermost current of political tendency. It 
he were not " bis father's son," tbey would 
have none of him. The liberals on the oth'ir 
h.ind have begun to grow diJtriHlful of him. 
lie is neither hot nor eokl. 'fo no party cnii 
ho bring the aid of dobaling power. Js'aiuru 
has affiicied him with a thickness of utter- 
ance which puts reporter-i on the rack. I 
never can understand one naif of what he 
says ; but be Is an able man and bis des- 
patches will be a great improvement upon 
Rurl Russell's. Lord Stanley is not only a 
(luzzle 10 mun ; ho is much more a puz/Je to 
ladies. They oannot understand how the 
eldest eon of a pear should have reached the 
fortieth year of his ago a bachelor. Amongst 
the great lamilies the question seme years 
ago was aakad io a way ibal may be d-'Scrib- 
ad as frantic. Hacb conduct was declared 
t'j be inexplicable, and then they began to 
eipliiin It. Ml) hud been crnesed in lov.' ; 
he had a liaison; bis understanding was all 
that was manly about liiin , and so on 
tbrmghiho gamut ol toiled flirtati and 
b.fllod feminine intrigues. Gradually the 
laci became ao familiar that the wonder 
which il had first awakoned grew las*. 
Bright eyes looked upon him earelo-sly. An 
odd shaft is eoiit at bim at limes, but thirf is 
less in the spiiit of hope than ul inL-cliief.

this anomaly, that his Lordship may think 
biinsclf fortuoatn a private bill has not been 
proposed in Parliament on the Bubjocl, — 
compelliog Mm to marry for ibe sake of bis 
order and an'ezpeolaDt peer-ridden country.

AusTiiAHA — Murder of Four Dktkotitks 
BY Hu.-iinANOKRs— Lale fyles of New South 
Wales (Auatrulia) papers conlain iin nccoiirit 
of the murder of four dclcclive police ollicors 
— named Carroll, Kennagh, I'hc^aii, ar.d 
McDonald — by a party of busl:rai)gors; 
known as Clarke's gang, 'i'bo dclcutlves weru 
Laflting for the liighwaymcii uiul stayed at 
Jiodeo Station over nighl. On iho iollouiny 
morojng they started out on foot, About i 
o'clock on tbe same evening a volley was 
heard, and about on hour adorwards a few 
shots. Next doy the stockmen camo on the 
bodies of Pt.egan and McDooald, niiJ ibc 
Ballalaba police, vvhilo tracking' tlic bnbli- 
rongcrs, found tho other two bn 'ics. It was 
open country where tlio iiiurdiTH wure coin- 
ruitled. From tliu pagiiiun of iho hoilii.tH, the 
party aro euppoaed to have been walking 
together when u volley wag liii'd Imm be- 
hind two large trees clo.-c lo tlnrr.. I'lie^un 
and McDonald fell together. A lilie bullet 
entered Fhegnn's right side, and this wound 
not being iutnl a revolver shot was fired into 
bis left side, the ball puaaiag ihruugb. A 
rifle bullet entered McDonald's thigh, cut> 
tiog tbe femoral artery, ond he bled lo death 
immediately. The bodiea cf Carroll and 
Kennagh were found ti-gulhei' i all' a niilo 
distttiil from tho others. It is onnjccturei! 
that they escaped ihu first Vulhjy, and ran lur 
cover, were lollowed, called ou to surroudLr, 
told to prepare lor death, and then dolilicr- 
ately shot. A rille bullet pan.-ed ihroug'i 
Carrol's heart. His elo'.liin;^ was einj^'Ml. 
A rifle bullet bad passed ihrcagb Kennagh 's 
neck and left lung, Carroll was found lyiu^ 
on bis back, with his bandkercbiel aoros.s hin 
breast, and a £1 note pinned to it. Uoo had 
£14 and the other £l 9 in bU pocket un- 
touched. Three revolvers were found near 
Phegan. They would seem not to havi; h;iil 
one moment's warning beloro the volloy was 
fired. An inquiry is going on. A woiiian, 
at a but half a mile distant, saw three mm 
galloping awny from tho direction where the 
bodies lay after iho shuts. The bodies wcri. 
in an advanced state of decompositioa, and 
their removal to liraidwood was utterly im- 
possible. They were interred at Jiiu'en. 
. GoTuroinent offered £3000 for the arrest ol 
"the 'murderers. Oa tbe followicg day the 
gang attacked the Braidwood gold escort, 
bat. were driven oiF after an exohaoge uf 

shots.
